It Is a very severe Injury but fortun- 
ately Dr. Woods was able to preserve 
enough of the blood vessels Intact 
so that there was a good circulation 
today and he Is In hopes that

B. McCowan, u mining expert, who 
has just returned from a 12,000-mllc 
trip of exploration through the Asia- 
tic possessions of Russia. The Rus- 
sians, he said, took out 92,000.000 of 
gold last year from the placer de- 
posits and have not yut begun to work 
the quartz. The mining methods of 
the Russians are very crude, Mr. Mc- 
Cowan says, and do not compare with 
American methods,, 


The 
exhaustive 
trip 
he made 


through Siberia has convinced Mr. 
McCowan that It Is the richest unde- 
veloped country on tho globe and from 
an agricultural point ban greater pos- 
sibilities than the wheat and corn 
growing sections of the United States. 


"Before many years have elapsed," 


sold Mr. McCowan, "Siberia will sup- 
ply all of Europe with grain. 
Many 


wheat farms have 
already 
been 


opened and tho government Is encour- 
aging Immigration 
from 
European 


Russia to this great, and rich coun- 
try. 


"The Russia ns have not yet learned 


the advantages of using American 
agricultural machinery, but they arc 
quick to learn and very shrewd, much 
shrewder than the average Yankee.

rival in every way those of the north- 
w.est.

The Woman, Also 
Tho condtion of affairs with 
the 


women, who are to vote for tho first 
time this year, is equally as urgent. 
Many women are relying on the fact 
that their names were Included In the

chers of tho public schools for regis- 
tration. 
These lists were incorrecl 


aud Incomplete, however, and do not 
come up to the requirements of law, 
While It.Is to be regretted that the

pear on the registration lists Just as 
It would on any legal document.

Much Ignorance 


Tho lack of Information on this 


subject has been quite general, some 
of the registry clerks even being Ig- 
norant concerning the matter. 
In 
several Instances -where personal reg- 
istration was made or whore tho hus- 
band registered for his wife, the use 
of the husband's initials were accept- 
ed. 
There has been considerable 


(Ilscuslson over the legality of such 
registration and finally tho attorney 
general of the state was appealed to. 
His reply was that as ho Interpreted 
the law the wife's own name must be 
used. 
Tho attorney general Is an- 


tliorlty on the subject and his ruling 
must be accepted throughout 
tho 
state. 


Want Women to Vote 


Tho women of tho city are especial 


ly urged to see that they are correct, 
ly registered. 
Their vote on school 


questions is especially desired 
this 


year when the Important amendment 
to the constitution Is before tho pub- 
lic for Its decision.
